Thiers' great acbiefement at Aix wa§ 


In winning a ptiae offered by tbe acad- 
emy for an essay on Vanvenargueo. Tbe 
way in which tfais prize was secured 
was characteristic of Thiers, He wrote 
one essay which would have been suc- 
cessful but for the fact that it was 
known to be hia Tbe essays were sent 
anonymously, bet Thiers bad been un- 
able to refrain from reading bis to a lit- 
erary society. The royalists on the com- 
mittee, knowing its authorship, were 
unwilling to grant it the prize and post- 
poned the decision Thiers at once -wrote 
another in a different style, winch Mig- 
net copied and sent in anonymously. 
This essay won the prize, and tbe whole 
town laughed at the clever scheme. The 
money which he received enabled him 
to go to Paris. 


He had hoped to practice law, but 


found he had not money enough to be 
admitted to the^Pans bar He tried un- 
successfully writing, fan painting and 
the duties of a private secretary, but 
earned 
barely enough to keep from 


starving in bis garret Finally be got a 
chance to write for The ConstitntionneL 
Tbe editor, to whom he bad an intro- 
duction, bad thought to get rid of him 
by asking him to write a review of the 
salon for that year. He supposed that 
Thiers must fail in such a task. The 
artistic taste which had been developed 
at Aix made this review a literary 
event. While doing justice to David's 
great service to French art in the past 
Thiers urged emancipation from the 
fetters with which David bad bound 
the French school and in contrast called 
attention to Delacroix, then an tinknown 
painter. This single article did much 
for French art and also secured tbe au- 
thor a position as a journalist.—Cban- 
tanquan. 


A Spider1* Web. 


It is hard to realize hew small a spi 


der's -web really is. A famous micro- 
scopist once made some interesting com- 
parisons of a cobweb with human hair 


' 'I have often compared the size of 


the thread spun by full grown spiders 
witb a hair of mv beard " be says. "I 
placed the thickest part of the hair be- 
fore the microscope, and, from tbe most 
accurate judgment I could form, more 
than I CO of such threads placed side by 
side conld not equal the diameter of 
one of such hair 
If, then, we suppo=e 


such a hair to be of a round form, it fol 
lows thit 10,000 threads epnc by tbe 
full grown spider, when taken together, 
will not IK equal in substance to tbe 
size of a single hair To this, if we add 
that 400 young spiders at the time -rben 
they begin to spin their webs are not 
larger than one full grown one and 
that each of these minute spiders pos 
Besses the same organs as the larger 
ones, it follows that tbe exceedingly 
small threads spun by these little crea 
tnres must be still 400 times slenderer, 
and consequently that 4,000,000 of 
these minute spiders' threads cannot 
equal in substance the size of a single 
hair "—Chicago Record.

ity. Growth itself is influenced by exer- 
cise. 


"Dr. H. G. Beyer of the United States 


Naval academy has shown that not only 
do those cadets who take systematic 
gymnastic training largely exceed those 
who do not in average gain in weight, 
lung capacity and strength, but that 
their average gain in height during the 
four years is greater by over an incb. 
The cadets range in age from 16 to 21 
years, and >t is probable that appropri- 
ate exercise would have similar if not 
greater effect iu children. 


"It is even more true of tbe infant 


than of the adult that the kind aud de 
gree of habitual muscular activity will 
largely determine the structure of the 
body and tho tone of tbe mind and char- 
acter. It is more true because the in- 
fant is more incomplete and more plas- 
tir;. Tho newborn babe is, as it were, 
but half made. Its organs are imma- 
ture, its activities restricted, and they 
will never attain full and harmonious 
development except under the stimulus 
of nse. It is not without significance 
that exercise is begun five months or 
more before birth, and that the infant 
appears upon the scene with a kick and 
a cry. Though among tbe most helpless 
of nature's children, the infant conies 
with considerable training and some re- 
snarkable mnscnlnr endowments, as, for 
instance, the well known ability to sup- 
port itself by grasping a horizontal rod. 
In waking hours the small limbs prac- 
tic« constant and vigorous movements, 
iiiperficially aimed, bot important in 
producing tissue changes fundamental 
to nutrition, as well as in furnishing 
sensory and motor experience necessary 
to mental aud bodily growth, develop- 
ment and power. 


"At 8 mouths of age the baby finds 


its bands and begins to reach out for 
and hold objects; at 8 or 9 months it 
creeps; at 12 cr 14 it walks, and so 
progresses from simple to complex pur- 
posive movements and to such adjust- 
ments as put it in more comfortable aud 
intimate relation with its surroundings. 


"Since the infant has such ample en- 


dowments and spontaneous impulses to 
wholesome activity, our first and ruo-t 
important caro must be to avoid undue 
interference or repression. It is interest- 
ing to observe what pains some uncivi- 
lized mothers tako that the wrappiups 
and appliances needful to protect tho 
baby shall not prevent freedom of move- 
ment. In describing Indian infancy and 
tho USD of tlio portable cradle Mrs. 
Fletcher says: 'It is a niistakcu notion 
that the child is kept up all th? 
time. Every day tho baby is bathed 
and placed ou a robe cr blanket to kick 
uid crow to its heart's content, bnt 
when tho fuinily cares call the mother 
away be is put into tho cradle, with his 
arms free to play with the many bright 
beads that hauc from i.1"1 hook which 
encircles the head of this little portable- 
bed. '

overcoddled youngsters, t-till, rough t x- 
irciso1 are nut required for ri»ilixtd ba- 
bies, Tuey will intend to their own

Baby's activity should have 
free play. At the start we are confront- 
ed with tho conventional bellyband; if 
tightly adjusted, it must c.veit rijnri- 
ous pressure; if too loosely ailju-'fil, it 
gets displaced and rolls into a contract 
Jug string. When adjusted with a prop- 
T degree of snngncss it may be innocu- 
ous, but do its benefits outweigh its dis- 
advantages?

legislation. The power of legislation to 
concentrate the wealth of the people on 
the favored few by discriminating tax- 
ation is so great that vast corruption 
follows in the wake of its exercise for 
that purpose. For this reason the pro- 
tective tariff and the slnsh fund are in- 
separable and we are treated to the 
spectacle of great trusts bargaining for 
and buying tariff privileges.

We have bathed 
in the surf, gathered shells upon the 
shore, and thus whiled away many idle 
hours, but it was reserved for the bi- 
cycle to make ns really acquainted with 
those stretches of beach and shore which 
seem to have been purposely prepared 
by kiad Mother Nature as a glorions 
cycle path. Whether or nor she orig- 
inally intended it for wheels, she cer- 
tainly spends a great deal of her time 
in keeping the path in repair, and those 
active servants of hers, wind and wave, 
rain and sun, are kept very busy at 
work upon it all the time. 


This long and varied path stretches 


in its entirety hundreds of miles along 
cur ocean shores and around the borders 
of our great laies, but the particular 
bit with which we became familiar dur- 
ing happy summer weeks, and to share 
in whose delights I would tempt ethers, 
is a comparatively small portion on the 
southern shore of Lake Erie. It begins 
with the extreme end of Cedar point, 
which with its long arm holds ia a por- 
tion of Sandnsky bay, and extends east- 
ward 16 miles or more up the hhore. 
This sandy shore continues all the way 
to Cleveland and beyond, bnt because 
of some intervening piles of rock one 
cannot ride the whole 50 or 60 miles. 
The shorter distance is, however, enough 
for a summer day's rule, especially if 
one takes it oomfortably and leisurely 
and appropriates to himself the count- 
less joys spread before him.—Grare 
Wickham Curran in St Nicholas.

However, after 
Charles II had taken enough poison to 
kill 2,000 men, according to the dortors, 
and three horns had passed since the first 
dose he suddenly tcppled over aad ex- 
pired quietly. Like the other Charlcn 
IT, he Lad been an unconscionable time 
dying.—Sun Francisco Argonaut.

In such tanks* as th<>^' at the Xe\v 


York aquarium the killio may hug 
the smooth porcelaiued side of the 
tank. It is difficult for the larger 
fish to take anything from a smooth 
surface, where it cannot overlap the 
object, and a fish is also very shy 
about bringing its nose into contact 
with the wall. Apparently the kil- 
lie knows those things, for it hugs 
the wall. And if one lying by the 
wall is taken away from it and put 
out in the center of the tank it 
straightway returns to the wall 
again. 


The killie gets into a corner, where 


it is yet more difficult to reach it, 
and if there is a jog or recess in the 
corner it gets into that, where to 
reach it is more difficult still. Some- 
times a killie jumps up on the 
strainer. The opening into the over- 
flow pipe from the tanks is guarded 
by a movable globe shaped strainer 
of galvanized wire, which is in effect 
a little round knob projecting from 
the back of the tank. Perhaps a 
third or a half of the strainer is be- 
low the surface of the water. 


Sometimes a killie jumps out of 


water upon the strainer and lies 
there curved over it. head down on 
one side and tail on the other. At 
its highest part the killie is out of 
water a distance about equal to its 
own length. It is like a man jump- 
ing up on a stoop to escape some 
thing dashing along the street. 


The strainer is the most difficult 


place to reach and the safest place 
for the killie when it gets there, hut 
it couldn't stay there always, for 
sooner or later it would die if it re- 
mained wholly out of water. But 
wherever the killie may get it 
pretty certain finally to b« captured 
and eaten. Tho kiliio that hugs the 
wall or gets into the corners is pur- 


even ther«-. 
'ill'? trout, for <'*- 


ample, will eoiue ujj to a killie that 
it cannot t.ikv iuto its mouth au<J 
uose tiio kiihe out and tho iiistaiit 
the killw takes to thc> open water it 
in lost. There it is no match at till 
for the vastly superior larger fish. 


Sometimes a Llackfleh will swoop 


up and lake a killie from the «ige 
of a rtoue xi>-}> uixjii which it i.-s lying 
in an aquarium pool, in water so 
shallow that it Is stranded. In na- 
ture a killie pursued by some larger 
fish, a blacklist!, for instance, might 
find shelter under some little arch 
iu a rock, the opening of which was 
not big enough for the blacktish to 
get its head iuto. Then as likely ad 
not the blackfish would settle down 
in front of the arch and wave its 
pectoral tins back and forth, appar- 
ently trying to set up a current to 
drive the killie out.—New York Sun.

toe barkers seem princely and oat of 
proportion to tiie kind of labor they 
have to perform. 


la old days, when hemlocks were as 


plentiful as gray birch and every farm- 
er had bis hemlock lot, the bark was 
peeled in tbe summer, dried in the fall 
and hauled oat to the tannery in tbe 
winter. This was tbe method followed 
for more than a century. As the hem- 
lock was driven back to tbe borders and 
the tanneries still demanded more and 
more ef the tannic acid, various substi- 
tutes were tried, including yellow birch, 
oak, sumac and sweet fern, but none 
proving so good as hemlock new efforts 
were made to secure what the trade de- 
manded. 


At a time when hemlock was very 


cheap a Maine syndicate, which includ- 
ed Senator Eugene Hale and ex-Gov- 
ernor D. F. Davis, bought ap aboat all 
tbe available growth in the state, and 
no sooner was the deal completed than 
the price of tanning material began to 
go ap by boaads. The market would 
have been cornered and most of the tan- 
neries been forced mio bankruptcy if 
somebody bad not discovered that the 
remote hemlock bark, which was so far 
in the woods that its cost rf transporta- 
tion woald hinder its removal, coald be 
boiled down and the tannin condensed 
so that three cords of bark coald be put 
into an ordinary barrel. This discovery 
enabled a pair of horses to carry mure 
tannin than ten teams had been able to 
ban!, and gave the tanners another 
chance for their lives. Beginning in a 
small way, the extract works increased 
ia size and number until most of the 
hemlock peeled in Maine is shipped ia 
barrels, as is molasses or kerosene. 


The business of the Maine barker is 


the direct outcome of this change. Not 
only must he know bow to fell trees 
and peel bark, bat he mast be a skilled 
cooper, who can split and shave staves 
and hoop poles, pat them together and 
insert the beads and warrant his barrels 
to be firmly made and water tight lav- 
ing for months many miles from a high- 
way or a railroad, he must oo a carpen- 
ter and blacksmith as well as a coorer 
and bark peeler, and if he has any other 
trade or knack of doing work it all 
counts in bis favor and tends to increase 
bis pay or prolong his job. There are 
scores of farmers and lumbermen in 
Maine who get along as best they may 
for nine months in the year and rely oa 
what they get from barking for their 
spending money and luxuries. Owing to 
the introduction of ''extract," hemlock 
bark is as cheap today as it was ten 
years ago, and the men who bought 
hemlock growth hotjicg for a rise in 
price are waiting aatil no more extract 
can be made before offering to sell. 
They expect the time is coming when 
they will own all the hemlock in the 
Cnited States, bat meanwhile they fear 
some new tanning process will be dis- 
covered which does not require hem- 
lock. For these reasons the bark owners 
are not wholly happy, while the barkers 
continue to enjoy themselves. — Island 
Falls (Me. ) Cor.

arcunvl the town and, .coming to a 
church, would tack a handful of 
progiainrues on the fence nearby, 
so that the churchgoers could help 
themselves when they came tu 
meeting the next Sunday. 


"I recollect a 12 sheet poster that 


was designed, printed and copy- 
righted about the year 1670 by Dr. 
James Eeilly, then at 10 Spruce 
street. It represented a large num- 
ber of birds, all of them perched on 
the spreading branches of a tree. 
This poster was in many respects 
remarkable 
The finest artists and 


engravers were employed, the best 
of materials used and only the most 
expensive inks. Unusual care was 
exercised in the printing. 


"So much was thought of the 


poster that it firmly established the 
printer as the best in America in 
the eyes of all showmen. A copy of 
the poster was framed and hung on 
the wall of the printer's office, 
where it remained for many years 
By the way, when this printer died, 
about the year 1QSO, there remained 
on his books over $250,000 in uncol- 
lectible accounts, a slight token of 
the esteem in which many of the 
showmen held him. 


'•In the old days, when the rivalry 


between the circuses was very sharp, 
it often happened that two shows 
would be billed for the same town 
withm a few days of one another. 
Then you ought to have seen the 
posters and handbills that -were 
scattered broadcast. 


"The bill wagon," continued the 


agent, "was succeeded by the ad 
vertising cars when circuses took 
to railroads and gave up wagons. On 
the advertising cars steam boilers 
were placed for the purpose of mak- 
ing paste. 


"The posters now in nse by the 


circus range in size from 1 to 50 
sheets, the latter known as combina- 
tion billj—that is, they can be di- 
vided into several of ten sheets each, 
each part making a poster by itself, 
or they can be used all together, the 
whole forming a complete bill. As 
fast as attractions are secured for 
the ?ircus descriptions or photo- 
graphs are furnished the artists, 
and when the sketches are approved 
they are turned over to the printer 
to be put upon the stone Eleven 
hundred tons of stone were used last 
j ear by one printing hou-se in get- 
ting up the posters for one show 
alone."—New York Sun.

The earth maul depicted is a simple, 


homemade affuir, consisting of a 4 by 0 
or 6 by G scantling, about 3 feet long, 
on the aide* of which have twen nailed 
two handles of pine wood, us shown. 
This tool should be freely used as the 
filling in goes on, passing over the snr- 
facr again and again until a feeling of 
solidity is rearhed like that mot v?heu 
the maul is trit-d en lawn or other land 
that is well sot tied. It is not well to 
use the maul ou soil that is wet, espe- 
cially if the latter be of a heavy nature, 
for this will lead to its becoming badly 
solidified. 


The rtn>rt of repeated freezing and 


thawing at the surface daring fall and 
spring is such that the top earth be- 
come* loosened, and the roots of straw- 
berries, grass, pniin, shallow growing 
jilants in the flower borders, etc., be- 
come injuriously disturbed aud drawn 
out—heaved. It is this condition of 
things that calls for tUowide use of the 
roller in the garden and farm early in 
the spring, a matter so well understood 
as to require no further attention here. 


There is no cue leti!K)n which the tree 


planter ueeds better to learn than that 
of thf importance of firming the soil in 
tree planting. Success in the operation 
hinges on this more largely than the 
average planter seems to be aware. To 
set a tree as you would set a post is 
about the right idea, and a tool like the 
center one in the engraving, made out 
of a block of heavy wood, with a handle 
attached, is a useful one at this work, 
in addition to tbo use of the feet. 


One advantage of snwitjg garden and 


other seeds in drills is thai the soil over 
the seeds fan tiie better be firmed. Cov- 
er the seeds thinly with fine damp soil, 
compress it qnitu firmly with th« f<H!t 
or with a wooden firmer, like that 
shown by the middle figure, and you 
are on the ripht track. Of broadcast 
sowing in the pardon a (jo<>d illustration 
is found in lawn >ecding. There the 
course should l«> to have thi> surface on 
which tlm seed is sown firmly pulver- 
ized with ymonthinp harrow or r:ike 
and tin- operation linism-d by pa*.-inc 
over the enlirr.

Hundreds of 
wheelmen visited tbe new boulevard 
and took a epln over tbe smooth sur 
face of the asphaltum pavement, and 
a great many teams also were driven 
over it- Spring street is the popular 
street of tbe city to day, and will al- 


ays remain so. Good sewerage, ab- 


sence of street railway tracks, and an 
elegant aaphaltum surface, makes it 
the most desirable street ic Lima for 
residence purposes. 


There are a number of very objec- 


tionable depressions in tbe surface of 
the asphaltum on Spring street, at 
tne intersection of Collet. 
Yesterday 


morning, after the light rainfall, 
pools of water ojllected in these 
depressions and remained there the 
entire day. These depressions should 
be removed before the street is ac 
cepted by tbe city council. Where 
water remains in spots upon the sur- 
face of an asphalt pavement disinte- 
gration will commence and the council 
should see to it that the job is perfect 
before it Is accepted and paid for. 


The city-council will have up the 


bicycle bell and lamp ordinance this 
evening, and will probably pass it. 
This will requite each rider to equip 
his wheel with a bell and lamp if he 
expects to ride after nightfall. 


As the matter of asphalt is one in 


which many Lima people are now in- 
terested the following comparative 
itatement of the tensile strength of 
lake and land aspbalt.Jmade by T. TS 
Speller, B. A. S. C-, Toronto, will 
be apropos:

Tbe persons who have been riding 


over Spring street with the purpose 
of ascertaining the character of the 
paving done upon it complain that 
the surface is undulating, or, as they 
term it, "wavey." This is not as it 
should be. The people of that street 
took the initiative in the matter of 
street paving and the council should 
sea to it that the job is a perfect one 
in every respect. 


The terms "land asphalt" and 


"pitch lake asphalt" have been beard 
so frequently during the past week, 
sines the discussion began as to who 
should have the Market street pav j 
log contract, that the information 
contained in the following paragraph 
from the American Journal of Science 
wiil be interesting to our people. 
The article was prepared by S. F. 
Peckham, on the history and origin 
of asphalt, who concludes his article 
by saying: 


"The pitch being dug by the Trin- 


idad Asphalt Co., both within and 
without the lake, was brown wiien 
freshly dug, changing to black on ex- 
posure. The same mlprht be said of 
tbat dug further down the slope from 
the village lots by the Trinidad Bi- 
tuminous Asphalt Co. It was quite 
evident that, as the pitch was taken 
from points farther and farther from 
the center of the lake It had been 
subjected to more and more pressure, 
the gas betcg forced out as a conse- 
quence, ;he visicles made smaller and 
the specific gravity thereby increased. 
There are enormous masses of pitch 
within the lake tbat could cot, in my 
opinion, be distinguished by the eye 
from the pitch taken from village 
lots by either of the companies be- 
fore mentioned.
